doesnot spurn the insulf to their official 
purity and integrity, it ought to be pro- 
hibited by law. The eratication of this 
evil would silence the cry of ‘corporation 
judges,”’ and would place rail- 
roads on the sare plane in 
the courts with poorer but equally 
honest litigants. It should, however, be a 
matter of state prrde and congratulation 
that there are even now, notwithstanding 
the prevalence of this custom, some judges 
who have scorned the acceptance of this 
petty bribery.

tion that there is a lady in the case.

There is 
no reason to suppose he attempted to evade 
the fight he had accepted. 

Mrs. Anderson nee Miss Weaver, is. quite 
a bellein Covington. She is said to be a 
beautiful brunette whose fascinating smiie

LonNpDoN, February 16 —Io the house of lords 
to-night Earl Carjdozan ask+d whether peace ne- 
gotiations are proceeding between tbe govern- 
ment end Boers Karl of Kimberly, colonial 
secretary, declined to state what negotiations are 
being conducted. Lord Beaconstield expressed 
the opipion that Capger might arise from the 
negOtiatio: s with the belligerants against whom 
we are not yet successful in war. 

It is definitely announced that Mr. Parnell is 
not going to America. 

Ata meeting of the land league in Dublin to- 
day a letter from Mr. Parnell was readin which 
he says: “After full conside’ation and consulta. 
tion, | have decided it to be my duty to remain in 
Ireland and parliament during the present crisis 
lf we are worthy o! the occasion here the Ameri* 
cin people aud the Irish nation in America will 
give us proportionate sympatby and financial 
help, whie the slightest fil.oching or reaction 
in Irelaud will produce disastrous 
results in America, The expelled Irish 
members have almost unanimously decided to 
remainin their places in parliament and offer 
every resistance that the forms of the house will 
permit, to the coercion and arms-bills. Hence 
the coup de etat of the passage of the gagging 
resolution is mest encouraging. I can also be of 
some use during the passege of the land bill, in 
pointingout in what respects it may fall short 
of final settlement. Two courses were given to 
the L.ish party. Either to retire ina body from 
the house. and aunounce to their co.stituents 
that nuthing remainued but sullen acquiescence, 
Or au appeaito force in opposition to that force 
which is used against us, or else a steadfast at- 
tempt to deepen and widen agitation by appeal- 
ing to the masses of Engiand anu Scotland against 
territorialism and- shopocracy, which dominate 
in parliament. The last alterLative has many 
e ements of hope There is nothing in coerci n 
Lut to compel tne Irish to modify their attitude 
of open organization and passive resisiance to 
the government. Doubtless they rely much on 
the i1.timidation produced by the first 
arrests, which will probably be widely fcat-
